Comparing  these  figures  with  those  for  1924,  there  were 
49  births,  compared  with  64,  giving  a birth  rate  of  11*8*  This 
compared  very  unfavourably  with  the  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales,  which  is  18*3.

Rivers  and  Streams  : 


The  River  Devon  runs  through  the  District.  Beginning  in 
the  parish  of  Groxton,  it  receives  the  Groxton  sewerage 
after  it  has  passed  through  a filter  bed.  It  then  passes 
through  Knipton  and  receives  the  overflow  of  the  Septic 
Filter  Beds  there.  It  then  turns  to  Mas ton,  about  eight 
miles  distant,  where  all  the  drains  ultimately  enter 
into  it.  From  here  it  passes  on  to  Bottesford,  where  a 
few  more  drains  enter  it.  Beyond  Bottesford,  it  joins 
the  River  Smite,  and  eventually  joins  the  River  Trent 
near  Newark. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

At  Groxton  and  Knipton  the  sewerage  from  those  houses  with 
water  closets  passes  to  the  filter  beds.  At  Groxton  the 
effluent  runs  into  a dyke,  and  after  two  miles  of  natural 
filtration  enters  the  River  Devon  at  Knipton.  The  sewers 
of  Muston,  and  a small  proportion  of  those  at  Bottesford, 
pass  directly  into  the  River.  At  Bottesford,  there  is  a 
main  sewer  which  follows  the  course  of  the  main  road  from 
Grantham  to  Nottingham,  and  at  the  west  end  of  the  village 
it  is  open  and  .runs  as  such  for  two  miles  to  the  boundary 
of  the  district.  The  solid  matter  is  removed  from  this 
open  sewer  when  necessary.  The  main  sewer  is  flushed  fre- 
quently from  the  River  Devon. 


Closet  Accomodation  : 

At  Groxton  arid  Knipton  some  of  the  houses  have  water 
closets,  and  the  sewage  goes  to  the  filter  bed,  and  the 
houses  that  have  no  closets  are  emptied  in  the  ordinary 
way  by  the  tenants  *

PREVALENCE  OF,  AMD  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  only  disease  that  has  been  at  all  prevalent  during  the 
lasu  five  years  has  been  Chicken  Pox,  and  this  only  in  I92l°~39 
cases-  ana  in  1925,  - 46  cases.  Only  one  case  of  malaria  was 
notmiied  ana  nine  of  pneumonia.  There  have  been  no  cases  of 
Encephalitis  Lethargic a notified.
